Little  500  weekend  arrives 
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Dr.  Mark  Johnson  goes  to  Hollywood 

SJC  professor  discusses  reproductive  technology  on  talk  show

Dr.  Mark  Johnson  of  the 
Philosophy  and  Religion  Depart¬ 
ment  recently  will  be  a  guest  on 
“The  Leeza  Show,"  a  talk  show 
aimed  towards  women  from  18-40. 
Dr.  Johnson  will  be  featured  on  the 
April  22  episode  of  the  show.  The 
show  airs  at  10  a.m. 

The  show  will  provide  a  forum 
foradiscussion  of  reproductive  tech¬ 
nology.  Fred  Berger  of  the  Commu¬ 
nications  Department,  who  runs  a 
series  of  workshops  at  University  of 
California  at  Los  Angeles  every  sum¬ 
mer,  was  contacted  by  Terry  Coyle, 
the  producer  of  “The  Leeza  Show" 
and  asked  ifhe  knew  of  anyone  who 
could  discuss  the  ethical  implica¬ 
tions  of  reproductive  technology. 
Bergermentioned  Dr.  Johnson  who, 
as  a  Catholic  Moral  Theologian, 
could  provide  an  ethical  angle  to  the 
issue. 

The  Leeza  Show"  paid  all 
expenses  for  the  trip  to  Holly¬ 
wood.  Dr.  Johnson  and  his  wife 
were  flown  to  California  and  picked 
upinalimo.  In  addition,  they  were 


provided  with  accommodations  right 
in  the  heart  of  Hollywood . 

The  show  was  taped  the  day 
aftertheir  arrival.  Dr.  Johnson  men¬ 
tioned,  “1  was  quite  nervous . .  .but  I 
looked  at  the  tele-prompter. .  .and 
knew  precisely  what  question  Leeza 
was  going  to  ask  before  she  asked 
it" 

Other  guests  on  the  show 
included  a  woman  who  went  to 
court  to  get  her  dead  lover's  fro¬ 
zen  sperm,  a  couple  who  went  to 
court  to  get  a  frozen  embryo 
from  a  clinic  and  a  doctor  who  dis¬ 
cussed  the  medical  technology  that 
makes  such  reproductive  choices 
available.  Dr.  Johnson  said  that  the 
whole  show  revolved  around  the 
rights  of  the  women  who  wanted  to 
use  technological  methods  to  con¬ 
ceive  a  child ,  but  he  was  interested 
in  the  needs  and  rights  of  the  child. 
Dr.  Johnson  questioned ,  “Is  it  fair  to 
a  child  to  bring  him  into  the  world 
knowing  at  the  outset  that  he  will 
never  have  a  relationship  with  his 
natural  father?  Isthatafairthingto 
do  to  a  kid?” 

According  to  Dr.  Johnson,  the 


studio  audience  was  surprisingly 
hostile  to  the  woman  who  wanted  to 
use  the  frozen  sperm  of  her  dead 
lover,  but  the  complexities  of  the 
issue  seemed  to  escape  the  audi¬ 
ence.  While  the  audience  showed 
hostility.  Dr.  Johnson  wanted  to  be 
respectful  towards  the  other  guests, 
even  ifhe  was  in  disagreement  with 
them.  “If  they  wanted  someone  to 
throw  a  bomb  into  the  proceedings , 
they  had  the  wrong  guy,"  he  said . 

Dr.  Johnson  noted  that  the  show 
was  not  “one  of  the  stronger 
episodes.  It  was  a  fascinating 
experience,  but  I  can't  say  that  it 
was  illuminating.  The  discus¬ 
sion  inevitably  was  superficial" 
on  a  brief  talk  show  concerned 
about  time  constraints  and  rat¬ 
ings. 

On  a  lighter  note.  Dr.  Johnson 
chuckled  about  the  manipula¬ 
tion  of  the  audience.  He  said 
that  they  are  required  to  clap  at 
certain  times,  at  one  point  for  an 
entire  three  minutes.  IfDr.  Johnson 
did  have  a  claim  to  fame,  he  said 
smiling,  it  was  that  he  “got  an 
unsponsored  applause!"

I  was  almost  happy  to  get 
back  to  school  after  Spring 
Break.

My  19'  color  T.V.,  stereo  sys¬ 
tem,  cordless  phone,  word  proc¬ 
essor,  VCR  humidifier,  and  even 
my  shower  sandals  were  gone . 
Approximately  $  1 ,600  in  goods 
were  stolen.  Needless  to  say, 
my  mother  and  I  were  almost  in 
tears.  Well,  the  realization  that 
someone  had  stolen  everything 
from  my  room  had  soon  set  in 
and  1  was  upset  to  say  the  least .

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Dr.  Nichols  receives  Distinguished  Teaching  Professorship

Starting  in  the  fall  of  1 994, 
Saint  Joseph's  College  will 
begin  a  program  called  “NEH 
Distinguished  Teaching  Profes¬ 
sorship."  This  is  a  program 
that  focuses  on  the  teaching  of 
students  on  the  undergraduate 
level.  It  is  designed  to  help 
teachers  improve  their  teach¬ 
ing  abilities  with  the  help  of 
another  faculty  member’s  cri¬ 
tique  and  advice. 

This  program  originated  in 
Earlham  College.  According  to 
Dr.  John  Nichols,  who  will  be  the 
first  teacher  to  start  off  the  pro¬ 
gram,  they  have  found  over  the 
years  at  Earlham  College  tha  t  i  t  is  a 
wonderful  tool  for  helping  new 
teachers  and  re-invigorating  oth¬ 
ers  who  have  been  teaching  for  a 
number  of  years.  Saint  Joseph's 
College  particular  proposal  was  to 


fund  a  three  year  rotation  program . 
Every  three  years  a  different  teacher 
will  take  the  position  of  the  "Distin¬ 
guished  Teaching  Professor." 

This  teacher  will  have  half  the 
teaching  load  and  for  the  rest  of  the 
time  attend  classes,  do  the  work 
assigned,  interview  students  and 
have  weekly  or  bi-weekly  sessions 
with  the  teacher.  “Our  hope  is  that  it 
is  going  to  be  a  very  powerful  way  of 
improving  teaching  over  years,  "  said 
Dr.  Nichols. 

Funding  for  the  operation 
comes  from  the  National  Endow¬ 
ment  of  the  Humanities.  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  received  a 
grant  of  one  million  dollars.  The 
endowment  will  provide  for  Core 
speakers  and  for  all  people  in¬ 
volved  in  the  program.  The 
program  will  start  off  in  the 
Core  sections  and  the  humanities 
department.  “Since  the  National 


Endowment  of  the  Humanities  is 
funding  this  operation,  the  appropri¬ 
ate  place  to  start  off  in  is  the  Core 
sections  and  courses  that  are  in  the 
Humanities  division,”  said  Dr. 
Nichols. 

The  Distinguished  Teaching 
Professor  will  only  be  sitting  in 
class  and  giving  advice  to  those 
teachers  who  ask  for  this  help. 
It  is  all  up  to  the  professor,  if  she 
wants  to  improve  her  skills,  she 
will  ask  to  be  advised.  Freshman 
JenniferCoylesaid, "  I  think  it  will 
show  the  professor’s  interest  in  im¬ 
proving  their  skills  if  they  ask  the  Dis- 
tinguished  Teaching  Professor  to 
come  into  their  classroom . " 

The  Distinguished  Teaching 
Professor  is  a  consultant  for 
how  to  teach,  improve  relation¬ 
ships  with  students  and  teach  in 
different  ways  to  students  with 
different  learning  styles.  This  pro¬ 


gram  has  nothing  to  do  with  ad¬ 
ministration.  Nothing  gets  re¬ 
ported  to  administration;  itisaper- 
sonal  project  for  faculty  to  improve 
their  teaching.  "It  is  a  way  of  giving 
a  lot  of  student  and  faculty  input  to 
a  teacher  in  a  non-threatening  way 
becausenoneofitgets reported  to 
the  Academic  Dean,  President  or 
anything  like  that.  It  is  all  between 
the  Distinguished  Teaching  Pro¬ 
fessor  and  the  teacher,"  com¬ 
mented  Dr.  Nichols. 

"I  think  it  is  a  good  idea  be¬ 
cause  the  professor  can  see  the 
different  types  ofstudentsand  then 
give  feedback  to  the  professor  so 
that  she  can  re-establish  her 
approach  of  teaching  for  all  the  dif¬ 
ferent  student  leamingabilities," 
said  Freshman  Michaelene  Stagg. 

The  Distinguished  Teaching 
Professor  will  attend  the  classes 
of  one  or  two  professors  every 


time  it  meets  and  will  do  the  work  re¬ 
quired  of  the  students.  Hewillstay 
with  that  teacher  for  an  adequate 
amount  of  time,  about  a  third  of  the 
semester  and  then  move  on  to 
another  teacher.  "It  seems  that 
institutionally  and  personally,  every¬ 
body  should  always  be  looking  tc 
improve  themselves  at  no  matter 
what  point  they  are  in  their  lives," 
said  Senior  Jennifer  Hankock. 

There  will  be  a  spring  session  at 
the  end  of  the  school  year.  The 
teachers  involved  in  this  program 
will  have  a  workshop  where  they  will 
read  and  discuss  the  teaching  of 
somegreatbooks  in  humanities  and 
Core.  “  I  think  it  is  a  great  idea, 
excellent.  Teachers  can  use  all 
the  reinforcement  they  need  to 
make  sure  that  they  aren’t 
wasting  their  time  or  the  stu¬ 
dents  time,"  said  Freshman  Diana 
Meister. 


Gallagher  Charitable  Society  honored

Senior  Sean  Fergus  was  ac¬ 
companied  by  President  Albert 
Shannon,  M.J.  Shannon  and  Bill 
M  aniscalco  to  Indianapolis  on  April 
5  to  receive  an  award  for  the  Gal¬ 
lagher  Charitable  Society.  The 
Indiana  Conference  Compact  be¬ 
stowed  the  award  based  on  the 
Gallagher  Charitable  Society's 
commitment  to  public  service.  This 
year,  students  and  student  organi¬ 
zations  from  20  Indiana  colleges 
and  universities  were  honored  for 
outstanding  public  service.  In  addi¬ 
tion  ,  the  Society  was  recognized  at 
the  Jasper  County  Courthouse  by 
the  Governor  oflndiana  Evan  Bayh . 

An  organization  comprising 
29  of  the  state's  institutions  of 
higher  education,  both  state 
supported  and  independent,  the 
Compact's  mission  is  to  pro¬ 
vide  and  promote  public  serv¬ 
ice  opportunities  for  college 
students.  The  individuals  or 
campus  organizations  which 
were  recognized  were  selected 
by  their  institutions  as  out¬ 
standing  examples  of  dedica¬ 
tion  to  the  principles  and  ob¬ 
jectives  of  the  Compact. 

According  to  Dr.  Louis  C. 
Gatto,  Compact  Director,  "Pro¬ 
grams  of  this  nature  are  a  re¬ 
freshing  rebuttal  to  those  who 
characterize  today's  youth  as 
the  me'  generation.  In  reality, 
those  being  honored  exemplify  the 
college  ideal  best  expressed  in  the 


words  of  Charles  W.  Eliot,  the  distin¬ 
guished  American  educator,  who 
inscribed  on  the  gates  of  Harvard 
University:  Entertogrowin  wisdom. 
Depart  to  better  serve  thy  country 
and  mankind.'" 

The  formation  of  the  Com¬ 
pact  was  a  response  by  the  Indi¬ 
ana  Conference  of  Higher  Educa¬ 
tion  to  a  challenge  issued  by 
Governor  Bayh  in  his  first  State- 
of-the-State  Address.  The 
Governor  called  upon  the  higher 
education  community  to  re-in- 
still  in  college  students  "a  sense 
of  idealism  and  commitment  to 
public  service." 

This  commitment  has  char¬ 
acterized  the  Gallagher  Chari¬ 
table  Society  under  the  direction  of 
Fergus,  president. 

The  Gallagher  Charitable  So¬ 
ciety  was  started  in  the  early 
1970's.  Originally,  the  organiza¬ 
tion  raised  money  to  provide  toys 
for  underpriveleged  children  and 
to  hide  beer  money  for  the  dorm. 

Today,  all  of  the  money  raised 
goes  to  area  children.  Annually, 
the  Gallagher  Charitable  Society 
holds  a  Christmas  party  for  these 
children,  providing  them  with 
Christmas  gifts  that  they  may 
otherwise  go  without.  The  men  of 
Gallagher  Hall  and  volunteers 
from  other  dorms  volunteer  their 
time  to  make  the  operation  a 
success.

better  overall.  Promoting  the 
religious  and  moral  side  of  Saint 


Joseph’s  has  also  posed  a  chal¬ 
lenge.  “Letting  people  know  they 
are  having  a  Catholic  experience 
here  is  a  big  task,"  he  said. 

“For  the  first  time  in  my  life, 
my  two  passions  have  come  to¬ 
gether:  my  family  and  my  job,” 
said  President  Shannon.  “My 
wife  is  part  of  my  professional  life 
and  that  is  a  wonderful  experi¬ 
ence.

President  Shannon's  highlights 
for  the  year  are  “  my  experience  with 
the  generosity  of  the  Trustees  and 
Friends  of  the  College.  They  have 
been  very  generous  with  their  time 
andmoney."  As  a  result  the  school’s 
endowment  has  grown  and  the 
school  is  closer  than  ever  to  ground  - 
breaking  for  the  new  Core  building. 
Unexpected  surprises  have  also 
made  a  difference  in  President  Shan  - 
non's  first  year  here  at  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's.  “Theauraofthe(presiden- 
tiall  office,  there  seemed  to  be  a  lot 
of  constituents  in  the  College- 
community  all  who  want  a  piece 
of  the  president's  time.  I  didn't 
expect  all  the  red  carpet  to  be  laid 
out.” 

President  Shannon  has  en¬ 


joyed  being  part  of  students  lives 
here  on  campus.  “It's  important 
for  the  President  to  be  with  stu¬ 
dents  in  order  to  understand  the 
students  better.”  said  President 
Shannon. 

“I  like  it  that  he  attends  school 
activities.  It  shows  that  he  is 
interested  in  student  life,”  said 
Freshman  Liz  Lieb.  Freshman 
Rachel  Mahns  added,  “Skip  has 
put  forth  effort  in  attending 
numerous  school  activities.  He's 
trying  to  get  to  know  the  students 
on  more  than  an  academic  level. 
He  also  handled  the  Halas  fire, 
what  I  considered  to  be  a  major 
campus  crises,  well  under  the 
circumstances.  In  the  future,  I 
hope  to  see  Skip's  continued  in¬ 
volvement  with  school  activities. 
1  wish  him  luck  for  the  year  to 
come.”  Outside  the  academic 
life.  Sophomore  Brigid  Boos  said,

Garza's  goals  Include 
making  the  race  an  even  bigger 
event  on  campus  as  well  as 
throughout  the  community  and 
"changing  (the  event)  from  a 
drinking  fest." 

"1  believe  very  stronglly 
In  the  traditions  at  Saint  Joe's 
and  I  wanted  to  bring  (the  Little 
500)  back.  That's  one  of  the 
biggest,  largest  traditions  on 
campus,"  he  said. 

Garza  believes  this 
year’s  freshmen  class  has  been 
the  biggest  help  to  getting  the 
event  organized.  They  hear  Little 
Five  Is  a  big  tradition... I  think  It 
Is  the  thrill  of  something  you 
don’t  know  about.  A  lot  of  fresh¬ 
men  have  shown  a  lot  of  enthu¬ 
siasm  this  year,"  he  said. 

Garza  has  been  Instru¬ 


mental  in  planning  several  new 
events  for  this  year’s  Little  500. 
He  said,  "Most  of  the  events  this 
year  haven’t  happened  before. 
There  will  be  something  for  eve¬ 
ryone  from  the  smallest  child  to 
the  oldest  adult" 

He  says  working  with 
the  Little  500  committee  has 
been  wonderful  experience  for 
him.  "It's  a  great  resume 
builder,"  Garza  claims.  He  said 
he  has  learned  better  “people 
skills"  as  well  as  how  to  deal  with 
stressful  situations  better  than 
before. 

Because  this  Is  his  last 
year  at  Saint  Joe's,  Garza  has 
hopes  of  coming  back  In  future 
years  to  watch  the  race.  "I've 
never  been  able  to  sit  back  and 
watch  the  Little  Five." 

While  Garza  himselfhas 
never  driven,  he  said,  "I  Just 
might  try  It  this  year.

On  Saturday,  the  men's  and 
women's  track  team  traveled  to 
IUPUI  In  Indianapolis  to  compete 
In  the  biggest  meet  of  the  year  for 
the  Pumas.  "We  have  trained  to 
peak  at  this  point  In  the 
season.  Little  State  Is 
one  of  the  most  Impor¬ 
tant  meets  of  the  year," 
said  Coach  Bill  Massoels. 

Any  school  In  the  state  with  a 
track  program  can  participate  In 
Little  State.  Usually,  close  to  25 
teams  compete  In  this  meet.  And 
without  any  conference  meets,  Little 
State  is  the  most  Important  meet  of 
the  season,  followed  by  the  champi¬ 
onships.  "All  the  kids  are  compet¬ 
ing  better  than  what  I  had  antici¬ 
pated.  We  are  now  at  the  peak  of  the 
season.  The  Little  State  competi¬ 
tion  is  what  we've  been  training  so 
hard  for,"  said  Coach  BlU  Massoels. 

On  Saturday,  the  women's  track 


team  had  some  very  good  perform¬ 
ances.  Detdre  Hook  placed  4th  in 
the  high  jump  with  5'2".  Shelly 
LaBorde  placed  3rd  In 
the  200  meters  with  a 
time  of  26.6  seconds. 
Tracy  Matuga  took  2nd 
place  In  the  1 500  meters 
with  a  time  of  5:03  sec¬ 
onds.  Laura  Wltek  fin  - 
Ished  In  1st  place  In  the 
5000  meter  run  In  a  time  of  17:59. 

According  to  Coach  Massoels, 
"This  was  a  pretty  good  meet. 

We  had  some  very  good  per¬ 
formances  In  very  strong  winds. 
However,  we  also  had  a  few  poor 
performances  that  cost  us  4th  and 
maybe  3rd  place.  All  In  all  it  was  a 
good  meet  for  the  women."  The 
Lady  Pumas  finished  In  5th  place 
at  the  Little  State  competition.  Their 
record  is  now  15-11-0. 

Unfortunately,  the  men's  track 
team  did  not  do  as  well.  "This  was 


a  terrible  meet.  I  realize  that  we  are 
a  young  team,  having  only  two 
seniors.  But  we  really  choked.  We 
did  not  handle  the  pressure  at  all. 
I  don't  even  think  we  put  our  uni¬ 
forms  on  properly.  This  was  a 
terrible  defeat.  I  Just  hope  we 
learned  something  from  It,"  com¬ 
mented  the  coach  on  the  disap¬ 
pointing  performance. 

Jason  Caring  was  the  only  Puma 
to  place,  taking  a  5th  In  the  long 
Jump  with  22'2".  The  men  finished 
second  to  last  at  the  Little  State 
meet.  The  men's  track  record  is 
now  7-22-0. 

The  teams  have  set  a  realistic 
goal.  "The  athletes  work  hard  by 
putting  effort  Into  all  they  do  day  In 
and  day  out,"  said  Coach  Massoels 
of  his  teams.  "I  hope  that  they  can 
take  out  of  the  program  what  they 
put  Into  It  to  have  for  the  rest  of 
their  lives— success,"  added  the 
coach.

Mr.  Limbaugh  then  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  tell  his  audience  that 
people  like  Kurt  Cobain  and 
professional  baseball  player 
Daryl  Strawberry  are  not  role 
models  for  today's  youth.  As 
young  people  we  shouldn't  put 
our  faith  into  mindless  drug 
addicts  and  derelicts  like  these, 
we  should  remember  that  the 
new  trend  In  America's  youth  In 
conservatism! 

On  that  point  Mr.Llmbaugh 
may  be  right,  despite  the  fact  of 
how  distressed  It  makes  me  feel. 
But  is  the  new  trend  among 
conservatives  name  calling  and 
attacking  those  you  don’t  feel 
live  up  to  your  standards?  Is  It 
fair  of  Mr.  Llmbaugfh  to  make 
the  correlation  between  conser- 
vatislm  and  insensitivity?
